“Saint Joan” Film At 
A & G Theatre Sunday 


Otto Preminger caught Holly. 
woog by surprise when he an- 
nounced that he had acquired 
screen rights to Bernard Shaw's 
"Saint Joan." The picture, releas- 
ed by United Artists, opens Sun- 
day and Monday at the A&G Thea- 
tre. For it marks the first time 
that famous drama is brought to 
the screen. 

Regarded by many critics as 
Shaw’s greatest single work, “Saint 
Joan” was first publisheg in 1924, 
just four years after Joan was 
canonized. It was presented for 
the first time at the Garrick Thea- 
tre, New York, in 1923. 

Joan’s life has been twice film- 

ed, but not from Shaw. Carl 
Dreyer directed the French classic, 
“The Passion of Joan of Are,” 
in 1929, and Walter Wanger pro- 
duced “Joan of Arc" for RKO in 
1948 with Ingrig Bergman as title 
player.
